Majority Leaders Are Swept Off 
Their Feet by\ Attack on 
Cotton Schedule. 


LENROOTLEADS INSURGENTS 


He Declares Proposed Rates, If 
Voted Into Bill, Would 
Damn Party. 


FIRST VOTE IS 32 TO 24 


Simmons Asserts Manufacturers 
Have Made Huge Profits Under 
Underwood Law.

WASHINGTON, July 13.—The Repub- 
lican majority leaders in the Senate suf- 
fered a severe defeat in the tariff bill 
fight today when fourteen of their party 
deserted them and voted with the Demo- 
crats to defeat the first ten of the cotton 
schedule rates. The storm broke early in 
the afternoon, Senator Lenroot leading 
the. attack on the Republican side and 
Senators Underwood, Simmons. and 
Smith on the Democratic side. 

The majority leaders were swept off 
their feet and Senator Vinoot, who was 
{n command of the Old Guard, battled 
in vain to break the lines of the oppo- 
sition. At times the Utah Senator, who 
is soon to assume the chairmanship of 
the Finance Committee, showed anger, 
and although Senators Lodge, Curtis 
and McLean and other ‘‘tried and 
true’’ lieutenants gave all the aid they 
could, it was a losing battle from start 
to finish. 


Would Damn Party, Says Lenroot. 


‘“‘I wish to vote for rates that are 
protective,’’ said Senator Lenroot, “* but 
I do not propose to vote for such in- 
creases as these, which are not justified 
by any member of the Committee on 
Finance and which cannot be justified 
by imports that are coming in. Instead 
of such legislation as this being some- 
thing to the credit of the Republican 
Party, it will tend to damn the Repub- 
Mcan Party if these schedules are voted 
into this bill.’’ 

Senaior Underwood asserted that the 
majority of the cotton yarn manufac- 
turers of the country were opposed to 
rates such as those proposed by the 
committee. The rates provided for in 


entirely too high and should be. revised 
downward, despite the fact that in 1909, 
when the Underwood law was written, 
the Payne-Aldrich rates were cut in 
balf. Such rates as were now pro- 
posed would, if enacted into law, shock 
the country’s sense of honesty. 

The fourteen Republican Senators who 
refused to stand by the committee were 
Borah, Capper, Cummins, Jones of 
Washington, Lenroot, McCormick, Nel- 
gon, Norbeck, Kellogg, Sterling, Town- 
send, McNary, Willis and Wadsworth. 
On the first roll-call Senator New voted 
with the “ rebels,’’ but on the next two 
be returned to the fold. Senator Wads- 
worth joined the “ noes’’ on the third 
roll call. Senators Kendrick of Wyo- 
ming and Ransdell of Louisiana, two 
Democrats whe have been voting with 
the majority, also joined the rebel 
group. LaFollette and Norris, who have 
been against the bill from the first, 
were not present. 

The battle began the moment Senator 
Smoot called up for consideration the 
paragraphs dealing with low and high 
grade yarns. The first of these in- 
creased the House rate of 25 per cent. 
gd valorem to 30 per cent. ad valorem 
on the higher grades of yarn. This was 
defeated 32 to 24, twelve Republicans, 
all those named except Kellogg and 
Wadsworth, voting with the Democrats. 
Senator Kellogg was not recorded. The 
next vote came on low-grade yarns, in- 
cluding warps in all forms, the House 
rate of 10 cents per pound having been 
increased to 12 cents. On this the vote 
was close, the amendment being defeat- 
ed by a tie vote of 28 to 28. There was 
one more roll-call. It was on cotton 
waste, the House rate of 5 per cent. ad 
valorem having been increased to 10 per 
cent. ad valorem. This amendment was 
rejected, 28 to 25. All the other amend- 
ments were rejected without roll-calls. 


Thinks Lippitt Asked Increases. 


The debate that preceded the first.vote 
was brief but spirited. Senator Sim- 
mons started it with the declaration that 
the rates proposed were ‘‘ utterly inde- 
fensible,’’ no matter from what point of 
view they were considered. 

‘‘Can the Senator tell me who asked 
for these increases?’’ asked Senator 
Pomerene. 

‘‘My understanding is that the’ cotton 
manufacturers generally have not asked 
for them,’’ replied Senator Simmons, 
‘I suppose ex-Senator Lippith of Rhode 
Island did. I do not know. I uwunder- 
stand that he was asking for a great 
many things with reference to increased 
rates. The Senator from Utah can 
answer the question better than I can.’’ 

*“* Well, is it not true,’’ asked Senator 
Pomerene, ‘that all the manufacturers 
of these yarns have been very prosper- 
ous under the Underwood law?” 

Senator Simmons answered: 


“Yes, beyond the dreams of avarice 
in many instances. As has been con- 
clusively shown, they have not now and 
have not had at any time since the Un- 
derwood law was enacted, some eight or 
nine years ago, any cornpetition worth 
speaking of, The dividends they have 
paid have been very, large, in some in- 
stances one even hesitates to name the 
amount. ;

Mayor, in. Letter to Publisher, 
Asks Him to Lead All Pro- 
gressive Elements. 


WARNING TO MURPHY SEEN 


Democrats as Well as Republi- 
cans Threatened by Reaction- 
ary Interests, Says Appeal. 


A threat to form a new party if the 
Democrats do not nominate William R. 
Hearst for Governor was seen yester- 
day in a letter sent to Hearst. by Mayor 
Hylan. In the letter the Mayor made 
a further bid- for the support of women 
workers by praising the plans of the 
Women's Democratic Alliance and de- 
claring that Hearst was fighting for the 
same things. 

In his letter the Mayor not only re- 
viewed his own administration but spec- 
ified many things which he said Hearst 
had done for the welfare of the people. 
New York State, he wrote, is dominated 
by predatory corporations and the only 
hope for salvation is in Hearst. The 
corporations, he wrote, are trying to 
force the renomination of Governor 
Miller on the Republican ticket and a 
“plaster and lath ” Democrat, which is 
understood to mean ex-Governor Alfred 
BE. Smith, on the Democratic ticket: 
One paragraph, which politicians: took 
to mean a direct hint to Charles F. 
Murphy that a third party may be 
formed, read: 

“ The difficulty facing the people of 
this State is to secure the nomination 
on the Democratic ticket of a man who 
will stand for the principles set forth 
by the Women’s Progressive Democratic 
Alliance, TO accomplish this a deter- 
mined fight must be made with the aid 
of fearless, honest and independent men. 
These men must come out boldly, as- 
sume leadership and work vigorously for 
the nomination of candidates for the of- 
fices of Governor, Senator and Assem- 
blymen who are sincerely devoted to the 
interests of the people regardless of 
party or creed.” 


Asks Hearst to Take Lead. 


After setting forth the ‘* declaration 
of principles'’ of the Women’s Demo- 
cratic Alliance, a pro-Hearst organiza- 
tion composed of a smalb group of wo- 
men, some of them officeholders in the 
Hylan Administration, the Mayor wrote 
to Mr. Hearst:

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JEWELL TELEGRAPH 
PROTEST TO HARDING 


Answering Proclamation, He 
Says Board and Roads Vio- 
lated Transportation Act. 


DENIES ATTACKS ON MAILS 


And Lays the Responsibility for 
Any Interference on the 
Companies. 


CHICAGO, July 13.—B. M. Jewell, 
head of the railway employes’ depart- 
ment of the American Federation of 
Labor, today sent a telegram to Presi- 
dent Harding, replying to the Presi- 
dent’s proclamation on the strike situa- 
tion of the provisions of the Transporta- 
tion act, and because of the violation of 
the Labor Board’s position by the rail- 
roads. 


The telegram, which also’ was signed 
by the six international presidents of the 
railway shop crafts, declared that the 
strikers had walked out because wages 
fixed by the Labor Board were in viola- 
tion of the Transportation Act, and be- 
cause of the violation of the Labor 
Board's position by the railroads. 

The. strikers insisted that no interrup- 
tion of commerce or interference with 
the mails had been caused by an un 
lawful act by the shopmen. The tele- 
gram lays such interference directly to 
the attempt of the railroads to operate 
with incompetent workmen. 

f President Jewell and his associates re- 

iterated their desire to co-operaté in any 
effort to bring peace, but declared that 
up to the present the rail executives had 
refused to meet the represefftatives of 
the employes. 


The text of the telegram follows: 

It appears from your proclamation 
of July 11 that incomplete informa- 
tion has been furnished you coneern- 
ing the present dispute between the 
, railroad operators and employes. 
Ninety-two railroads have violated 
Transportation act or decisions of the 
Railroad Labor Board in 104 cases. 
These involved not only contracting 
out w6rk in shops, but also wage de- 
creases, interpretations of rules and 
right of employes to elect’ their own 
representatives. When the Penn- 


syivania Railroad refused to comply 
with the board's rulings, Federal 
Judge Page held that the board’s posi- 
tion on wages or rules was only ad- 
visorv. The railroads have refused 
ever since passage of the Transporta- 
tion act to establish national boards 
of adjustment, described by the Labor 
Board as ‘' the centtal part of the ma- 
chinery to decide disputes between the 
carriers and their employes." 

The railroads have made all nego- 
tiations merely formal, thus throwin 
on the board an impossible burden o 
arbitration. The board has abolished 
overtime pay for Sundays and _ holi- 
days, enjoyed for thirty years evén on 
unorganized roads. The board has 
established a rate of pay of $800 a 
year, ace the Department of Labor 
Sindee ~ oe Sams of living at over 

® an & minimum co 
at over $2,300, comfort budget 

Then the basic wage is unjust it 
follows that all wages geaaen up- 
ward for skill and responsibility are 
likewise unjust. Organized employes 
support your declaration of May 23, 
1921, that the lowest wage must be 
enough for comfort and to insure that 
the struggle for existence shall not 
crowd out things purely worth living 
for and should provide for amusement, 
recreation and savings. Employes have 
never violated any decision of the 
board; but the railroads have violated 
decisions and employes have refused 
to work under wages fixed by the 
Labor Board which violated provisions 
of the Transportation act. 

The board has attempted to unload 
financial burdens of railroad manage- 
ment upon employes through inade- 
quate wages and this will undermine 
the health and prosperity of the next 
generation. After exhausting all other 
methods the employes sought again to 
obtain a conference and agreement 
with the railroad executives. Only 
as a last resort did they strike. We 
respectfully insist that no interruption 
of commerce or interference of mails 
was caused by direct or unlawful acts 
of the organized emplpoyes. Such in- 
terruptions and interference result 
inevitably from attempts of raflroads 
to operate with insufficient, incompe- 
tent and unskilled workmen. 

Such interruptions ahd interference 
will continue and increase unti) agree- 
ment is obtained upon just and rea- 
sonable wages between the representa- 
tives of the skilled employes and rail- 
road executives, who up to date have 
refused even to meet with employes’ 
representatives. We stand ready to 
co-operaté wholeheartedly with any 
effort to bring about such an agree- 
ment.

Order Restrains Strikers. at Several 
Points in Ohio.

CINCINNATI, Ohio, July 13.—On ap- 
plication of the Baltimore & Ohio sys- 
tem today a ten days’ restraining order 
was issued by Judge Peck in United 
States District Court, . commanding 
strikers to cease from molesting men 
employed by the Baltimore & Ohio to 
take their places. ‘ 

The situation in which the Baltimore 
& Ohio finds itself at the present time 
was revealed by members of its coun- 
sel, who said that maintenance of the 
roads was interferred with considerably 
by men who sided with the various 
unions on strike. 

The petition specifiéd certain acts of 
violence at Newark, Hamilton, Dayton, 
and at Storres and Ivorydale, charging 
that men employed by the road were 
threatened by strikers and told that 
they were subject to attacks. 

The system of picketing was said to 
be particularly obnoxious and of the 
most aggressive character. 

The restraining order enjoins all offi- 
cers, members of committees belonging 
to the unions in. question, and officers 
of the various unions to cease from 
hindering or obstructing railroad em- 
ployes in the performance of their 


duties by threatening or attacking them, | 


The order prohibits the use of pickets, 
except one at eéach entrance to the 
shop operated by each system, and also 
bans the congregation of strikers in the 
vicinity of the shops. 

Strikers, the injunction orders, may 
not attempt to -Influence strikebreakers 
by visiting them at their homes. : 

Unions made defendants are the boiler- 
makers, blacksmiths, railway car men, 
sheet metal workers and _ electrical 
workers.

Postmaster General Work has been 
assembling data relative to moving the 
mails by motor. A Government survey 
has shown that there are 50,000 motor 
vehicles that could be available within 
twenty-four hours for this purpose. 
These fleets exist under the control 
of various Governmental departments, 
but under the co-ordinating functions 
of the Bureau of the Budget they can 
be diverted for use by the Post Office 
Depattment. 

Should rail transportation break down, 
it was said at the Post Office Depart- 
ment today, ample facilities exist 
for moving the mails by toad and Air. 
First Assistant Postmaster General 
Bartlett has framed a plan for organ- 
izing motor car oWners throughout the 
country, should the émergéency arise. 
The Bartlett scheme calls for dividing 
the country into zones of operation with 
car owners enlisted in every city, town 
and village. Instead of long-distance 
hauls, motor-car owners would trans- 
port the mails in short relays of about 
ten miles each. This service, it is 
lanned, would take care of the over- 
low from the Government-operated 
motor truck and airplane routes. 

Replying. to the proffer of the Aero- 
nautical Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States to assist in the transpor- 
tation of the mails with 1,000 commer- 
cial airplanes, the Postmaster General

Company Officials Had Contended

“The Court of Appeals on Wednesday 
decided in favor. of the New York Cen- 
tral Railroad in the long Htigation be- 
tween the road and New York City con- 
cerning the railroad tracks on Riverside 
Drive between Spuften Duyvil and 
Seventy-second Street. It upheld the 
decision of thé Appéllate Division, which 
tn turn had upheld Supreme Court Jus- 
tice Donnelly; who in 1920 directed a 


jury to find a verdict in favor of the 
road. 


At the béhest of Mayor Hylan, the 
city in 1918 bégan suit to eject the rail- 
road from the eight-mile stretch along 


the Hudson Rivér, on thé ground that 
a large part of the right-of-way claimed 
by thé road included land belonging to 
the city. The city based its claini on the 
Dongan Charter of 1686, granting the 
city all unoccupied land under water 
and alongshore. The railroad company 
contended it had bought the land from 
persons who had acquired it from 
Colonial grants from the English Crown. 
It further contended that the city in 
1847, after the railroad got its fran- 
chise, had directed the road to enter 
the city by thé Riverside Drive route. 


Threatened Freight Traffic. 


The importance of the action was em- 
phasized by counsel for the railroad, 
who told the Court that if the city won 
the railroad would have to go out of 
business as far as carrying freight into 


New York was concerned. Thé freight 
yards and side’ tracks along the Drive 
are worth many millions. ustice Don- 
nelly, in directing the jury as to its 
verdict, said that the city would have 
to establish its title to the property 
from which it was trying to ejact the 
i ame before it could win such an ac- 
tion.

Supreme Court Justice James C. Crop- 
sey in Brooklyn yesterday reserved ,de- 
cision on the application of Charles H. 
Levy, counsel tof an organization ‘of 
pusheart peddlers, to restrain market 
Supervisors from disposing of fees col- 
lected from the peddlers in any way 
except to turn them over to the Sink- 
ing fund of the city. : 

Mr. Levy. told. the Court that $1 a 
week is collected from each peddler. He 
said that in ome market a supervisor 
collected $400 a week. ‘‘ We are will- 
ing to pay fees to the city,’ said Mr. 
Levy, ‘‘but we are opposed to paying 
if such fees are.turned over to persons 
who are permitted to use the same for 
their own use.’’ 

According to Levy there are fifty mar- 
kets'in the city, and. the money col- 
lected by the supervisors probably 
amounts to more than $600,000 a year. 

‘““Nice plunder for somebody,” re- 
marked Justice Cropsey. ‘‘ What. are 
the city officials doing about it?’’ 

Assistant Corporation Counsel Wilson 
told the Court that the supervisors were 
appointed by the Commissioner of Mar- 
kets, who has the power under the law 
to.do so and that the remainder of the 
funds, less the supervisors’ expenses, 
are deposited with the ctiy. 

“‘ Weil,” replied Justice Cropsey, ‘‘ I 
suppose there is nq remainder. Under 
this system it doés not look as if there 


would be any remainder.’’ 

Justice Cropsey said that as Mr. Levy 
had no criticism to make of the legality 
of the collection of the fee he was in- 
clined to doubt his power to issue an 
injunetion in connection with the dis- 
position of the collections.

Battling with a girl bent upon suicide 
in the swift current of the East River,

them ashore. The girl, who said shé 
was Rose Lawrence, 21-years old, a 
cook, of 511 East Seventy-eighth Street, 
was taken to the psychopathic ward of 
Bellevue Hospital for observation. 
Corry was patrolling his beat along the 
docks that border Exterior Street at 
Kast Seventy-ninth Street, about 7:30, 
when he saw a young woman walk to 


the end of a pier and take off her hat. } 


He ran toward her, but she leaped into 
the river before he could reach her side. 
The patrolman followed and grabbed her 
in midstream as shé was about to sink 
for the third time. But she rained blows 
on his face and arms in a desperate ef- 
fort to drown herself. 


When the tide had carried Miss Law- 
rence and her would-be rescuer several 
blocks downstream, the tugboat ‘Thesis 
sighted them; cut loose from a bargé 
she was towing and steamed alongside. 
Two boatmen leaned over and soon had 
Corry and the woman on board. The 
couple werée landed and Dr. Flanagan, 
an ambulance surgeon from Reception 
Hospital, treated Miss Lawrence, who 
was little the worse for her experience. 

At 511 East Seventy-eighth Street Miss 
Lawrence. was not known, but it was 
learned that her mother and another 
relative were notified by the Bellevue 
Hospital authorities and visited her 
there. The young woman talked to 


i} them, said physicians at the hospital, 


but they would not disclose the reason 
for her attempt at drowning. 

Patrolman Corry has been on the 
police force about a year. He is 30 
years old and lives at 85 East 108th 
Street. He was: commended a year ago 
for his capture of an. armed man in a 
Harlem cellar.

WASHINGTON, July 13.—The British 

| Goverpment has settled the claim of the 

|| Wnited States for the use of American 

ships for cargo shipments, during and 

| after the war, by the payment, on the 

* part of the British Ministry of Ship- 
ping, to the United States Shipping 
Board of $12,000,000 in cash. 

The Shipping Board claimed that $22,- 
000,000 was due, while the British Gov- 
ernment contended that a large sum was 
due it as an offset, leaving $5,000,000 
met due the British Government from the 
Shipping Board. After more than a year 
ef negotiation, the British agreed to 
settle on the basis of the payment of 

| $12,000,000 by Great Britain, and Ship- 
» ping Board officials feel justified in ac- 
cepting that figure. 

The negotiations were originally con- 
ducted for the British Government by 
the late Sir Ernest Manifold. Raeburn, 


who died in New York City on June 1. 
Since his death the negotiations have 
been handled by Coudert Brothers of 
Wew York City, as representatives of the 
British Government, and by Vice Presi- 
dent H. S. Kimball of the Emergency 
Fleet Corporation, in charge of fiscal 
eperations. 

Chairman Lasker today announced 
that the Shipping Board, at its meeting 
yesterday, approved the settlement, and 
that the money is now in hand, a check 
for $12,000,000 on a New York bank hav- 

» ing been delivered on behalf of the 
British Government today. 
A gareful study of the records and 
- facts convinced both sides, it was offi- 
cially.. stated, that the settlement of the 
claim by the payment of $12,000,000 rep- 
resents a fair adjustment. 

The prompt payment made along with 
the settlement of the controversy has 
another important angle. It is regarded 
as still another indication that the Brit- 
ish Government wants to balance —its 
fiscal accounts with the United State§ 
growing out of the war and covering the 
advancement of loans to the British dur- 
ing that conflict. The British Govern- 
ment has already indicated that it will 
take care of its interest obligations on 
the debt to this country in October, 1922, 
and that it wants to reach a complete 
understanding with the United States for 
the refunding of the British debt.

MAYOR MOORE VETOES 
LIBERTY BELL TRIP 
Declares Relic Would Be Endan- 
gered by Being Sent to Chi- 
cago for Pageant. 
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PHILADELPHIA, July 13.—Mayor 
Moore today vetoed the City Council 
resolution for sending the Liberty Bell 
to Chicago for the Pageant of Progress. 
His action camé as a surprise and 
caused some criticism from members of 
that body. 

However, the Council tabled the 
Mayor’s message explaining his veto, 
and no attempt was made to pass the 


resolution over it, 

Both technical and patriotic reasons 
were presented by the Mayor for his 
course. Technically, he said, the reso- 
lution conferred administrative powers 
upon the Council which it did not possess, 
and if for no other reason he would have 
felt called upon to veto it on that 
ground. 

On other grounds, he said that, while 
appreciating the patriotic benefits of 
trips of the bell, he felt that as cus- 
todian of the greatest national relics 
| Philadelphia had a greater duty than 
that of stirring up patriotism. If the 
trip to Chicago were approved, it would 
set a precedent for other trips which 
could not well be ~refused, the Mayor 
said, thus endangering the bell. He felt 
that the time had come to determine 
definitely and finally as to all proposed 
trips for the bell, and’ he would take it 
upon himself to do so in the negative. 

A committee from Chicago presented’ 
the request for. the bell, and brought 
| with it a petition bearing the names of 
: school childfen of eight. Middle 
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Western States asking for the loan of 
the relic.

who hope to rid the city of them. Many 
of them had been picked up as souvenirs 
at Pine Plains, where they had been 
used in target practice by artillerymen, 
including the ‘‘ dud’’ which caused the 
deaths and wrecked a two-story house.

Policeman’s Prisoner Is Freed 
and Told to Report Case to 
Commissioner Enright. 


Magistrate Charles E. Simms censured 
Patrolman Herbert Kennedy of the West

Court yesterday for arresting Bruce 
Shelton, local sales manager for the Lo- 
comobile Company of America and for 
failing to act om a complaint of the 
sales manager. 

Shelton, who lives at 15 West 108th 
Street, was Kennedy’s prisoner on a 
charge of disorderly conduct. On the 
stand Shelton told the Magistrate that on 
leaving his office last Saturday he start- 
éd to cross Sixty-first Street at Central 
Park West to go home. An automobile 
which stood at the curb backed into him 
without sounding any warning. The 
chauffeuf, after using abusive languago, 
entered the offices of an automobile con- 
cern. Shelton told Kennedy about the 
matter, and Kennedy refused to take 
action. Shelton then went to the station 
house and returned. with Patrolman 
Keough, who had been sent out bv the 
Desk Lieutenant to get a report on the 
accident. 

Kennedy, the sales manager said, be- 
came angry and arrested him on a 
icharge of disorderly conduct, despite 
Keough’s warning that there was no 
basis for a charge. Kennedy later want-

per cent., typified in music, color and 
good-fellowship. The latter was an em- 
phatic element, for thousands were here 
to extend a hearty greeting to. the 
marching ‘‘ Hello, Bills.’’ 

The resort was clothed in purple, and 
the color ran from Ventnor to the Inlet 
and out over the water to scores of 
yachts. Even hature was in sympathy 
for the sky showed patches of purple 
and white against a background of gold. 

Seventeen thousand mén, fifty-odd 


bands, and scores of patrol and drill 
teams made up the great army of puf- 
ple and white. Gorgeous varied-coloted 
costumes Were worn by the side organi- 
zations and the seven miles of marchers.

FREDDIE McLEOD IS OUT 


Columbia C. C. Star Just Falls Over 
Skokie Links—Metropolitan 
Players Fare Well.

GLENCOE, Ill, July 18.—The down- 
fell of wee Freddie McLeod of the Co- 
lumbia Country. Club, Washington, 
D. C., provided, one of the pathetic 
touches of the final qualifying day of 
the national open golf championship at 
the Skokie Country Club today. For ten 
years: the little Scotchman, wel) along 
im years, has held his own against all 
comers, not once failing to finish within 
the money at one of these American golf 
classics. Today, however, he failed, and 
failed because of deficiency in a depart- 
ment of the game that has stood him in 
good stead since his first flash in 1908, 
whkea he won the title in a play-off with 
Willie Smith at Myopia. 

Never able to hold his own with the 
long-distance hitters, McLeod's forte 
Was his short ganie, his magnificént ap- 
= shots and his putting. At Wash- 
ngton last year it was his unerring 
skill with mashie and putter that en- 
abled bim to tie with Walter Hagen for 
second place. Today he was off on his 
approach shots and still worse on the 
= and as a result he joined Alex 
mith of Shenecossett in the list of for- 
mer champions who failed to survive the 
Skokie test. 

McLeod’s failure, the success of Lonz 
Bob’ MecDonald, Bob 0’ Link pro 
and holder of the metropolitan open 
championship, in leading the field 
with two flashy rounds of 72 and 
71; the feat performed by Willie 
Hunter, former British amateur cham- 
pion, in leading the amateur di- 
vision with a total of 145, which he 
made today, and a hole in one by Eddie 
Townes of -Shannopin, Pa., at the thir- 
teenth hole in the morning round, were 
joutstanding features of the final quali- 
fying test. 

Although today’s field lacked much of 
the lustre that hovered over those that 
underwent their test on Monday and 
Tuesday, with none of the “ Big Three”’ 
of American golf nor the big guns of 
the “foreign invading forces in it, it 
proved to be well balanced, with the 
star roles played by Bob MacDonald. 
who won his metropolitan title at 
Siwanoy last year, and Pat O’Hara of 
Richmond County, Staten Island, North 
and.

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FUNDAMENTALS. 

The President of the American Fed- 
@ration of Labor criticises the proc- 
lamation of the President of the United 
States on the ground that, as he says, 
it over'ooks fundamentals.’’ But 
that is exactly what it did not over- 
look. Mr. HarpiInG clearly saw the 
fundamentals and stated them with 
precision. Law must prevail 
force. Reason must get the better of 
self-will. The life of the entire nation 
is to have first place over the advan- 
tage of any part of it. Government 
must be ready*to do its full duty in 
emergencies affecting the whole coun- 
try. If these things are not funda- 
mentals, what could be? 

There is no question of compelling 
anybody to work. The railway shop- 
men are not legally bound to accept 
the decision of the Railroad Labor 
Board. But they strike at their own 
Tisk and peril. If their places are 
taken by men eager and anxious to 
get the wages which the railway shop 
workers reject, it is fundamental that 
those willing to labor should be made 
safe. It is not an issue of compulsion, 
but of protection. As President Harp- 
ING said in his Fourth of July speech, 
liberty is gone in this country if 
man can be prevented in any way by 
any other man from doing the work 
which he is willing to do. 

It is in nobody’s mind to attack the 
wnions as such. But neither must the 
authority of the Government be at- 
tacked. Its power cannot be success- 
fully challenged by any man or group 
of men. Collective bargaining is an 
established and useful principle for 
labor, but there is a collectivity higher 
than any labor union or federation of 
labor unions. It is the well-being of 
the American people. Those set to 
uphold and defend it must do their 
@uty at all hazards. 

Such are the main thoughts which 
the President expressed in his proc- 
lamation, and if they do not go to the 
very foundations of our public life, 
then nothing does.

FAILURE AT THE HAGUE. 

Like the conference of politicians at 

Genoa, the conference of experts at 
The Hague has failed to settle the 
Russian question, and for the same 
reason. It was plainly if unintention- 
ally expressed by Litvinorr when he 
complained: ‘‘ Instead of credits, we 
** get sermons on confidence, and, un- 
“ fortunately, in Europe today con- 
** fidence is not marketable.” Whether 
he really believes this is open to doubt; 
his insistence that Russia had the most 
stable Government in Europe, and 
that capital would be safer there than 
fin any capitalistic country, suggests 
that he attaches some value to confi- 
Gence after all. But the Russians 
‘have acted as if they believed it; and 
that is why the conference failed. 
Russia was not able to create confi- 
dence; and, despite LiTvinorr, the 
market for confidence is so good that 
without it there is no market for any- 
thing else. 

Other speeches made by the Russian 
delegates about the increasing yield of 
taxes, the improved harvests, and so 
on, would tend to create the impres- 
sion that Russia doesn’t need money. 
The Bolsheviki have done their best to 
foster the belief, which is held by most 
ef their friends abroad, and by Mr. 
Liorp Grorcz when it suits his con- 
venience, that Europe can’t get along 
without them, while they can get 
along without Europe. To that the 
only answer is, Wait and see. The 
Russians are willing to talk about rec- 
,ognizing former Government debts, in 
a ‘‘ lump sum,” which evidently means 
@ reduced sum; but they have not con- 
vinced the other experts that they will 
‘ever pay anything. They refuse to re- 
store private property, except to an 


only after- getting heavy loans from 
abroad. They are willing to ‘“‘ dis- 
cuss ” compensation to former owners, 
but only after getting a loan. In 
other words, Europe must put up a 
couple of billion dollars for Russia, 
with no return except the turning over 
of about 5 per cent..of property for- 
merly owned by foreigners, not:to the 
original owners, but *o other foreign- 
ers who afe willing to bid for it. 

The Bolsheviki seem to think that 
other European Governments could 
confiscate private capital and strip the 
jewels off the church altars in order 
to lend to Russia. But it can’t be done 
so simply. Money has to be tempted 
by the hope of gain. There is no such 
hope in general conditions of Russian 
economics today. 

In rejecting the proposal of a mixed 
commission with afi impartial’ Chair- 
man to consider some of the claims, 
LITVINOFF argued that no impartial 
man could be found; ‘‘ there are two 
‘* worlds, the Soviet world and the 
** capitalistic world.” This looks like 
a return to the primitive Communist 
doctrine> The world must become 
either all Communist or all capitalist. 
But, in fact, a capitalist world can ex- 
ist alongside a Communist Russia, 
with some inconvenience but without 
disaster. There is more doubt about 
the ability of a Communist Russia to 
exist in non-intercourse with a capital- 
ist world, but if the Bolsheviki believe 
their boasts about their own prosperity 
and stability they ought to be ready 
to try it. 

Perhaps the critics of Mr. HuGHES’s 
refusal to go to The Hague may be 
somewhat mollified by this fulfilment 
of his anticipations. The State De- 
partment’s Russian policy is criticised 
as sterile; but every other Russian 
policy is just as sterile. Has England, 
has Germany, acquired wealth in con- 
sequence of Russian trade agree- 
ments? The fact seems to be that 
sterility is a necessary attribute of 
Bolshevism. 

THE RIGHT QF SELF-PRESER- 

VATION. 

BENJAMIN GITLOW, sometime a So- 
cialist member of the New York As- 
sembly, and JaMEs LARKIN, a notori- 
ous Irish agitator, were convicted of 
criminal anarchy and sentenced to 
prison terms of from five to ten years. 
The conviction obtained in the Su- 
preme Court has now been affirmed 
by the Court of Appeals. Counsel for 
the defendants urged that the pro- 
visions in the Penal Law defining 
criminal anarchy were unconstitu- 
tional. In’ the document to which 
their conviction was principally due, 
the defendants said nakedly that they 
sought to overthrow organized Gov- 
ernment by ‘‘ an unlawful conspiracy 
** that would inevitably function with 
“‘force and violence.’’ They pro- 
posed, in fact, to destroy the present 
American polity, the ‘‘ capitalistic ’’ 
form of government in the United 
States, and put in its place govern- 
ment by the “ proletariat."’ 

Chief Judge Hiscock, who wrote 
the majority opinion, said that the dif- 
ference between the free discussion of 
public questions and the urging of the 
destruction of Government by force 
was so plain that it would be super- 
fluous to inquire at length if the Legis- 
lature can’t forbid the latter without 
infringing upon the former. He con- 
tinued: 

It doubtless would be something of 

a shock to citizens of this State to be 
told that persons born in other coun- 
tries and saturated with anarchistic 
and revolutionary notions might come 
into this State and advocate the over- 
throw by force of our present Govern- 
ment without being liable under this 
statute, provided only they suggested 
some dictatorship or other form of 
government which possessed some 
semblance of organization. 

To the lay mind this is good sense 
and therefore good law. It is impos- 
sible that a State should not possess 
the constitutional power to prevent at- 
tempts to subvert its Constitution and 
its form of government by violence. 


AN IMPOSSIBLE MEMORIAL. 

Mayor HY Lan’s explanation that the 

Board of Estimate will hold a public 
hearing before deciding upon the ‘* de- 
tails ’’ of its plan to place the War 
Memorial on the reservoir site in Cen- 
tral Park is not highly reassuring. 
The details include an amphitheatre, 
a cinder track “for foot racers and a 
huge swimming tank with multitudi- 
‘nous dressing rooms. With regard to 
all this a public hearing has been had. 
The Playgrounds Association has pro- 
tested. against transforming ‘‘ the nat-. 
** ural beauties of a woodland land- 
** scape ’’ into ‘‘ a thronged and noisy 
entertainment resort.’ Multitudes of 
individuals, laymen as well as artists, 
have cried out against the ‘‘ Coney- 
izing ’’ of this temple of silence and 
sylvan repose. If any voice has been 
raised in its favor, outside the Mayor's 
Committee and the Board of Estimate, 
it has: not been audible. 

Regarding the central feature of the 
War Memorial there is apparently to 
be not even a hasty ‘‘ hearing.'’ The 
triumphal arch beneath which our re- 
turning soldiers marched up Fifth 
Avenue is to be reproduced in marble 
and set down in the no-thoroughfare 
of a sylvan landscape—sylvan, that is, 
unless this monument to the valor of 
our dead is surrounded by the atmos- 
phere of pink popcorn and hot dogs, 
At best, a triumphal arch has no place 
among the rustic paths of a woodland 
retreat. Huge and staring white 
among the surrounding greenery, it 


limited degree; and thgt|would fatally warp and distort the 
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world-famous landscape. Its whole 
character is civic and architectural; 
every legitimate association is with 
the tramp of a returning army, the 
shouts of an acclaiming multitude. 
The more expressive it is of its true 
function — surmounted by warlike 
figures and embellished with scenes 
and symbols of battle—the more in- 
congruous and jarring it would be in 
the one quarter of our city which is 
dedicated to peace and repose. 

Mayor Hr.an and his Administration 
have a duty which is also a great op- 
portunity. Rightly conceived. and 
executed, our War Memorial will be as 
permanent as Bunker Hill Monument. 
Those who conceived and wrought it 
will have a share in imperishable 
fame. But a monument misconceived 
and misbegotten will be repudiated by 
its own generation. This city loves 
and cherishes its central breathing 
space; it reveres its heroic dead’ and 


be peid. If their wages were in Ger- 
man marks, to be spent for food and 
supplies in France, all kinds of finan- | 
¢ial and exchange complications would 
ensue. To prevent them it is sug- 
gested that the German Government 


itself take charge directly of the feed~ 


ing and clothing and maintaining of 
its laboring men in France. 

In all likelihood the plan will need 
to be tonsiderably modified before it 
can be carried out, But as it stands 
it is one proof more of the readiness 
of the French Government to facilitate 
in every way the meeting of her war 
obligations by Germany. If, as one of 
the steps necessary to restore German 
finance, it becomes necessary for other 
nations to lend money to Germany, it 
is certainly not unreasonable to ask 
that she lend men for the work of re- 
building France and preparing the 
French people better to meet their 
industrial problems of the future.

A SEASONABLE “ PLANK.” 

Our ardent, busting, miscellaneous- 
Republican friend, Mr. LaGwarpiA, is 

taking thought for the New York 
Republican platform next Fall. .He 
has built one containing forty-two 
**planks.’”’ He is a friend of the 
short ballot. Why not of the short 
platform? When the mercury is on 
the spree and, to the irritated soul of 
mankind, the temperature in the 
shade feels at least 142 above, who 
has the heart to ponder Mr. LaGuarR- 
pra’s forty-two ‘‘ planks ’’? No doubt 
there is good meat in his suggestions 
for those that hanker for that kind of 
meat. For instance, he says that in- 
comes of less than $5,000 shouldn't 
be taxed by the State. This would be 
agreeable to the majority. But why 
does Mr. LaGuarpia not go a little 
further? Why doesn’t he advise that 
persons with incomes less than $5,000 
shall be exempt from all taxes, State 
and municipal? This is a great 
thought. lf it can be realized in the 
Constitution and in the tax laws, life 
will be noticeably easier for many 
of us. Our old age Mr. LaGvarpia is 
going to protect by ‘‘ a system of old 
“age insurance adapted to American 
** use.’’ 

Not in these combust hours can the 
patient philosophical consideration of 
Mr. LaGuarpia’s three dozen and a 
half of doubtless worthy cogitations 
be undertaken, but how grateful, how 
benign, is the sight of this well within 
the waste: 

The accepted and recognized func- 
tion of a municipality to furnish water 
requires the logical and sensible con- 
struction that the municipality may 
furnish water to its residents in any 
form, whether liquid, frozen or va- 
porized\ ‘The City of New York and 
the other cities of the State should 

be given power to utilize the ice 
formed upon the lakes, the reservoirs 
and the water supply systems that 
they respectively own. The city 
should be empowered to use the pris- 
oners at Sing Sing and other points 
for ice-cutting in Winter, allowing 
to the families of the prisoners the 
earnings of their work. This plan 
will increase the production of ice to 
meet the constantly growing demand. 
Outddor Winter exercise for the 

immured at Sing Sing, ice at cost for 
the subjects of Mayor HyLan—this is 
a noble, a refreshing conception. It 
might be supplemented with municipal 
ice cream and sherbet at cost, or, 
preferably, free; but it is beautiful 
enough as it is. Mr. LaGuarpia has 
mitigated the sufferings of his fellow- 
citizens. He has built them ice pal- 
aces. He has put Winter at their 
doors. In these days it is pleasanter 
to muse on lakes and reservoirs and 
fcehouses than on platforms. 


GERMAN PAYMENTS BY WORK. 
The French Minister of Public 
Works, M. Yves Le TrocQqueR, has 
lately devised and expounded a scheme 
by which Germany may discharge a 
part of her obligation to France with- 
out either money or goods. The plan 
is to undertake a series of public 
works in France for which the German 
Government shall supply a large por- 
tion of the labor. Similar projects on 
a large scale are now under way in 
Germany, and Minister ‘Trocovsr 
argues that if the Germans can find 
means to do that sort of thing in their 
own country they can in France. The 
improvements he has in mind com- 
prise canalizing of rivers, the deepen- 
ing of harbors, construction of rail- 
ways, and, above all, the development 
of hydroelectric power. In his sketch 
of the program that might be under- 
taken, the French Minister sums up 
public works the value of which has 
been estimated to be upward of 18,- 
000,000,000 francs. Of this amount 
something like 6,000,000,000 would be 
assigned to the cost of labor, and this 
{t is proposed that Germany should 
assume. The total would, of course, 
be credited to Germany’s reparation 
account. ‘ 
It is understood that the French 
Government is well disposed to the 
plan, and it has even been said to 
have met with a degree of favor in 
Berlin. There are obvious difficulties, 
and many practical obstacles would 
present themselves in the course of 
execution. In order to avoid fric- 
tion with the French people, and 
especially with French laborers, it ig

THE PORT VS. THE CITY... 


Last week, directly after the Presi- 
dent had signed the bill creating 
the Port Authority, the Board of Al- 
dermen passed an- ( appropriation of 
$580,000 toward beginning the city’s 
tunnel. between Staten Island and 
Brooklyn, The Aldermen’s object 
in making the appropriation is to com- 
mit the city to an enterprise the use- 
fulness of whichtis as uncertain as its 
cost. Staten Islanders want access to 
New York City, but the city’s tunnel 
would leave them on the Narrows 
shore. Brooklynites want a quicker, 
easier and cheaper entry for the conti- 
nent’s supplies consumed in the bor- 
ough. But the city’s tunnel can be 
used only by & single railway. The 
city tunnel begins and ends nowhere, 
and if the city were to ask for funds 
to build it on thé security of its earn- 
ings the project would die stillborn. 

Before the Aldermen passed their 
appropriation, the Port Authority fol- 
lowed the President’s signature of the 
bill giving it existence and authority 
with a declaration of intention to begin 
by co-ordinating existing facilities of 
intercommunication between the United 
States and the world through the facil- 
ities of the reorganized port. That is 
an excellent example of what the Port 
Authority can do, and New York can 
not do. The United States owns a 
shore line of railway uniting four rail- 
ways in New Jersey and giving them 
access to steamships. The Port Au- 
thority will take over this shore line 
as the nucleus of a larger service of 
the same sort, eventually extending 
into New York City the service of all 
continenta] railways. It is outside the 
functions or lawful authority of the 
city to run such a railway for the use 
of interstate and international com- 
merce. The Mayor would have to 
begin by getting a franchise from New 
Jersey and Congress. 

The future which lies before the 
Port Authority is illustrated by the 
fact that on the day the President’s 
signature brought it 
fifty-five vessels left the port, prob- 
ably more than left any other port in 
the world. There have been two New 
York sailings larger, sixty-four and 
sixty-one, but the near approach to 
those records in the present depressed 
condition of international trade car- 
ries the promise. of new records soon 
under the inereased stimulus of better 
and cheaper terminals. 

Be it noted that the Mayorhad hardly 
denounced the Pennsylvania, Railroad 
for maliciously laying an embargo on 
potatoes whenthe railway by night and 
Sunday emergency work built at its 
own cost a highway as a route to New 
York City which became a substitute 
for that which was blocked when a 
steamship destroyed the Hackensack 
River bridge. That is the route over 
which the city is receiving water- 
melons, and might receive potatoes. 
It is odd how hard it is to convince 
railway critics of what might seem to 
be an axiom—that railways thrive by 
carrying goods, and not by obstruc- 
tion of their movement. How long 
would it have been before the water- 
melons came over the new New Jersey 
route if its construction had depended 
on the Mayor and the Board of BEsti- 
mate, or even the Port Authority?

DELAY AFTER DELAY. 

** Tomorrow and tomorrow and to- 
morrow!’’ Thus it runs with the 
‘* hospitalization ’’ planned for the ex- 
service men in this State suffering 
from tuberculosis. Four years ago we 
were eager to do everything for them. 
But it was three years later that Con- 
gress appropriated $18,000,000 for the 
general hospitalization of ex-service 
men. In y of this year it appro- 
priated $17,000,000 more, chiefly for 
patients having tuberculosis and men- 
tal troubles, The expectation was that 
by next Winter, at any rate, the 
tubercular patients in this State, to 
the number of 500 at least, would be 
cared for at Liberty. But that plan 
has at last been abandoned. 

Yesterday the announcement was 
made that a site had been chosen at 
Tupper Lake, and now it is estimated 
by the Legion State Commander that 
neither this hospital nor that at 
Beacon can be ready before a year 
from November—that is, five years 
after the armistice. The Veterans’ 
Bureau will belie a nation’s gratitude 
and incur this particular State’s con- 
demnation if it does not proceed with 
utmost speed to the erection and 
equipping of these hospitals. Time is 
of the essence of the provision. If we 
do not do something soon for some 


their country, it will be too late to do’ 
Seine for them. Tomorrow? 
“* Why, tomorrow,’’ as the old Per- 
sian poet said, ‘‘ I myself may be with 
yeSterday’s ten thousand years.’’ 
Meanwhile, the ex-service: men have 
established at Tupper Lake, through 
their own efforts, a camp for those of 
their own number, about thirty, who 
have become, incapacitated by tuber- 
culosis that has come upon them since 
the war. We should be shamed both 
by what the Government has not done 
and by what the men themselves have 


done.

Sir AUCKLAND Gxpprs 

At Whom Did ¢rueily discouraged 

He Aim what has been coming 
His Remarks? of late to be an im- 
portant British in- 
dustry when at the Pilgrim dinner in 
London he spoke, about-as scornfully as 
such @ kindly man could speak, of the 
English men and women who visit the 
United States merely to pick up Amer- 
ican money. Whether they acquired it 
by lecturing or by begging, they seemed 
equally reprehensible to Sir AUCKLAND, 
and he declared that when they visited 
him in Washington he told them to 
“keep their mouths shut and’ return 
home.”’ 

If he did that it was more than harsh. 
But probably the amiable Ambassador 
exaggerated to make a point, as people 
not infrequently do while making after- 
dinner speeches. 

As a matter of fact, foreign lecturers 
are not unpopular in this country; on 
the contrary, they dre liked and found 
interesting by many of us, and only a 
few grumpy-growlies blame them for 
taking away honestly earned American 
dollars. It is only when they charge us 
with being devoted and exclusive wor- 
shippers of those same dollars that we 
get impatient, and would get angry if 
the accusation, coming from the source 
it does, were not amusing. 

As for the ‘‘ begging’’ to which Sir 
AUCKLAND referred, that, too, has usual- 
ly been for causes that some or all of 
us thought worthy, and we gave only 
when we chose and what ve thought we 
could afford. 


Having scolded his 
own people, the British 
Ambassador squared the 
yards by praising 
the Americans, their 
achievements, their newspapers, their 
intentness on their own large affairs, 
and did it with an enthusiasm to which 
we are unaccustomed except when our 
own Fourth of July orators get well go- 
ing. Indeed, his laudations were so fer- 
vid, so entirely without qualifications, 
that many American readers of the 
speech, sadly conscious that it will be 
some time yet before we attain perfec- 
tion, must have felt that thé amiable Sir 
AUCKLAND was spreading it on pretty 
thick and wondered just what it was he 
wanted. 

But, of course, that was an unworthy 
suspicion. The Ambassador doesri’t 
want anything except to heighten the 
amity of Anglo-American relations, and 
if he thinks that we like flattery—well, 
being human, we do, and in large doses, 
at that. He should have remembered, 
however, that we can stand just and de- 
cent criticism in these days, and in his 
extensive tours about the country he 
must have seen a few things that in his 
opinion might be changed for the better. 
It would have been quite safe for him to 
speak about them. Lord Brrcg lost no 
popularity by his frankness in describing 
our institutions and ourselves, not al- 
ways as beyond improvement. 

Sir AUCKLAND repeated the ancient 
statement that for Americans and Brit- 
ons to like each other they needed only 
to know each other better. The truth of 
that statement is not unquestionable, 
but let it pass. Postprandial oratory 
hardly could exist without it, 

Wednesday’s hor- 
rible accident—the 
killing of eight 
little children in 
Watertown by the 
explosion of a shell supposed to be 
‘**dead’’ and preserved as a household 
curlosity—puts a heavy responsibility 
both upon the military authorities at 
Madison Barracks and on the people 
who were ignorant enough or careless 
enough to leave such engines of destruc- 
tion lying about. 

There is, of course, no such thing as a 
**dead’’ shell. The so-called ‘‘ dud” is 
simply a shell which, because of a de- 
fective fuse or from falling in a way 
or place that prevents its explosion, is 
not yet torn to pieces by its charge. 
The charge remains, with its potential 
energies unimpaired, and it will con- 
tinue to be dangerous for years, no- 
body knows how many. Just the right 
sort of blow, or any one of a dozen 
accidental jarrings or heatings, may re- 
lease its destructive powers. 

The ‘‘ dud,’’ therefore, is not a play- 
thing, and as a relic or souvenir it is a 
constant peril to everybody who ap- 
proaches or examines it, Soldiers know 
all this and civilians ought to know it— 
would, if they gave the matter a little 
thought. The Watertown shell should 
not have been left where it could be 
found, and when found it should not 
have been taken bome,

In Utah there is a 
curious law, and one 
that is “unique, at

Why Utah should 
offer such an alternative is inexplicable,

The pioneers, 
however, hanged criminals as often as 
they shot them, and to a wife-killer 
they would have been likely to do both.

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

It is impossible to pass without com- 
ment the editorial in your issue of 
July 8, entitled “Truth and Labor 
Leaders.”’ 

In this editorial, Bert M. Jewell, 
President of the Railroad Employes’ 
Department of the American Federation 
of Labor; John L. Lewis, President 
of the United Mine Workers of America, 
and myself are set down as falsifiers, 
In the editorial it was said that “ they 
plant a garden of lies and cultivate it 
daily.’’ 

I am accused of falsifying about a 
statement in which I said that under 
a ruling of the Railroad Labor Board, 
issued on July 3, the railroad unions 
now on strike were outlawed. Mb. 
Jewell is pilloried because he has 
charged that the Railroad Labor Board 
is seeking to impose an un-American 
and brutalizing standard of living upon 
the railroad workers; while Mr. Lewis 
is called to account for having said 
that the mine owners have broken 
their word. 

It makes no difference to THE Trmts 
apparently that each of the statements 
which it brands as untrue is absolutely 
and literally the case. When it comes 
to “ planting a garden of Hes’’ we are 
content to allow the employers to 
monopolize the field; and as for culti- 
vating that garden daily, we find as a 
rule that the daily press does a. pretty 
fair job of it. 

I don’t mean to convey the impres- 
sion that newspapers are unfailingly 
mindful of the desires of employers, but 
nevertheless, it remains a truth that in 
the main employers and large adver- 
tisers are either identical, or are closely 
related, and I think that most observ- 
ers will agree that their desires are 
not so frequently overlooked as to 
cause grave complaint on the part of 
those émployers and advertisers. Fur- 
thermore, the owners of newspapers 
also are employers, and the bond of 
sympathy between employers is a bond 
that bears an excellent rate of interest. 

As for my statement in which I said 
that the ruling of the Labor. Board out- 
lawed the unions, I stated a fact which 
THe Times itself repeatedly stated in 
the July 4 issue. If for that I am a 
falsifier, what then is THe Times itself? 
The ruling of the board was that since 
the members of the railroad shop trades 
unions had ceased to be employes of 
the railroads they could no longer par- 
ticipate in whatever might be the bene- 
fits of the Transportation act, and they 
could not appear before the Railroad 
Labor Board in any capacity whatever. 
This ruling clearly puts the unions in- 
volved outside of the law so far as the 
law relates to the present controversy. 
ghey’ are, therefore, in fact outlawed. 

Every newspaper that I have seen, in- 
cluding THE New YORK Times, puts up- 
on the ruling the same construction that 
I put upon it in my statement. In THE 
New Yorux Tirwes for July 4 I find a 
headline on page 1 over a Detroit story 
using the words ‘“‘‘ Outlaw’ Order.” In 
that story I find the following: ‘“‘* * * 
It is believed the resolution adopted by 
the board, outlawing strikers, nad some 
influence with the union leaders.’’ In 
the three-column headline over the lead- 
ing story on page 1 I find that the last 
line of the heading reads “ Strikers 
Outlawed, a Few More Quitting.”’ 

On page 2 of the same issue, in your 
introduction to the text of the resolu- 
tion adopted by the Railroad Labor 
Board, published under a Chicago date 
line, I find the following: 

“In a formal resolution today the 
Railroad Labor Board declared the six 
railway shop craft unions now on strike 
to be ‘ outiawed,’ forfeiting ali their 
rights before the board as railway em- 
ployes, and opened their places to new 
shopmen, who are advised to form new 
organizations.”’ 

In your editorial of July 8, in which 
you brand us as falsifiers, you say that 
“organized labor has entered a new 
phase of development,’’ and that “ this 
new era demands new ideas.” 

In your concluding paragraph I find 
the prophetic announcement that ‘* some 
day a leader will arise’’ at which time 
“Mr. Gompers will realize,’’ &c. I pre-| 
sume that THE TiMeEs is not aware of | 
the fact that the leaders and Officers | 
of the American trade union movement 
are elected by the vote of the members| 
of that movement. It so happens that 
the leaders whom you mention in, your 
editorial have held official positions in 
our movement from periods running 
from ten to forty years. This means 
that there has been repeated expression 
of the judgment of the rank and file 
to the effect that these men are quéli- 
fied to lead. However, it is likely tt 
the Judgment of THE New YorxK Thucs 
concerning the interest and welfare of 
the working people is superior to the 
judgment of the working people them- 
selves, for has it not always been the 
ease that the “ friends’’ and ** advisers 
of the workers” have always known | 
more about what the workers ought to 
do than the workers themselves? Would 
it not, then, be better if the leadership 
of the American trade union movement 
were to be vested in the editorial board 
of THE NEw YORK TIMES? 

The members of this board in their 
daily gathering over the luncheon table 
where the policies of THe Times for 
each succeeding day dre more or less 
determined might easily enough find 
time to take on the additional burden 
of determining the policies, the actions 
and the utterances of the labor move- | 
ment. And how.great an advantage 
it would be té have the policies of the 
labor movement exactly in accord with 


the policies of THs New York Times, 
so that it would no longer be necessary 
for THE Times t© write editorials criti- 
cising those policies, or for employers 
to exert themselves to the same end. 
Undoubtedly such a state of affairs 
would be most satisfactory to THr New 
York Times, and I suspect that on such 
a@ propositioh THs Times would unani- 
mously vote ‘* Yes.’’ I suspect, on the 
other hand, that the working people of 
the United States would unanimously 
vote ‘‘ No.” 

For several days I have been en- 
gaged in important conferences which 
kept me away from the offices of the 
Ameérican Federation of Labor at Wash- 
ington, and therefo ‘oP did not immedi- 
ately get to see editions of THE 
Times to which I have referred, and for 
that reason no earlier reply ee pos- 
sible. I trust, however, that it is not 
too late for this matter to find publica- 
tion in an early. issue of THE Times.

The efforts of Mr. Samuel Parsons to 
the Mall in Central Park as a 
shady walk by planting elms donated by 
individuals or societies will have the 
most enthusiastic support of all the 
landscape architects and lovers of beau- 
tiful trees, not only in New York City, 
but throughout the United States. 
Central Park fs one of the nation’s as- 
sets, and must not be allowed to become 
a barren waste, as it ts visited by thou- 
sands of students in landscape design 
and arboriculture from all parts of the 
world every year. 
It is most gratifying that a man of 
Mr. Parsons’s experience in park design 
and horticulture, who has been intimate- 


yly connected with the Park and has seen 


it grow and decay and knows the rea- 
sons for the successes and failures, 
should point out the way and offer his 
services to bring it to the perfection that 
the designers strived to obtain: 

Commissioner Gallatin’s readiness to 
co-operate is to be commended and his 
sympathetic interest supplemented by the 
personal interest of the donors assures 
the project of being a success. 

There is nothing revolutionary in Mr. 
Parsens’s proposal of moving fifteen to 
eighteen inch elms. It is the modern 
way of giving immediate effect on a 
country estate, and machinery for mov- 
ing large trees is part of every good 
landscape contractor's equipment, If 
the trees are not available in thé nur- 
series, they can be collected from coun- 
try estates and farms within a few 
miles of New York, and, if root-pruned 
and cultivated for a season before mov- 
ing, will grow as readily as nursery- 
grown trees, 

Mr. Parsons is right when he recom- 
mends plenty of rich soil for planting 
with the necessary drainage and proper 
ear2 and watering for a period of at 
least three years. The Jack of these es- 
sentials to tree growth is the reason so 
many trees come to an untimely end. 

If any one doubts the advisability of 
planting elms under the impression that 
they will not survive the city conditions, 
let him look at the beautiful English 
elm growing in Gramercy Park in a 


much more difficult situation as far 
as soot and smoke are concerned than 
that in Central Park. All that is need- 
ed to make Central Park a bower of 
luxurious tree growth is intelligent se- 
lection of the trees, plenty of sofl rich 
in plant food, and the care that can only 
be given by men who aon and love 
trees.

THE WORLD’S UNREST. 


And the New International Depen- 
dence—-A Hope for Leadership Here. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

There is a question \to which public 
opinion and the leaders of different na- 
tions seem not to give full consideration 
and complete understanding. It is the 
question of the influence of international 
relations and conditions on the life of 
each separate nation. 

With the scientific and technical dis- 
coveries and inventions of the last quar- 
ter of a céntury the life of humanity 
as a whole has become the life of each 
separate nation. There is no prosperity 
for an individual nation outside of the 
well-being of all humanity. 

The international and domestic condi- 
tions of each. separate nation are so 
interwoven that they are influencing one 
another from all sides—economic, politi- 
cal, social, psychological; &c. There- 
fore the international unrest is the do- 
mestic unrest. The prolongation of the 
international unrest is the prolongation 
of the domestic unrest and the most 
favorable condition for the growth of 
the radical teachings and their hold over 
the great masses of half educated or 
uneducated people. 

The unprecedented development of 
science and technic during the last quar- 
ter of a century has created such a bot- 
tomless gap between the different 
classes of humanity that some of them 
have even begun to preach that manual 
workers are the real cornerstone of 
society and of the progress of humanity, 
denying the simple fact that one Edison 
or Marconi has done for humanity more 
than millions of them. 

From this point of view, the interna- 
tional unrest is the menace to civiliza- 
tion itself, as the example of Russia 
gives the best proof, and therefore the 
duty of each nation to humanity is to 
overcome that unrest. It is the only 
sound domestic and international policy. 

‘When a separate country or nation is 
in a state of unrest, then the secret 
thought and wish of every patriotic and 
‘well-intentioned citizen is for the coming 
of a strong man who would handle the 
situation and show the way out. 

Is it not the same in the life of hu- 
manity? Is it not the secret hope of 
every nation that the United States of 
America, ‘the strongest nation of the 
present, will feel compelled to take in- 


ternational problems under her own con- 
sideration and that under her leadership 
languishing humanity will be shown a 
way out? Does America really lack 
the strong and far-seeing men or the 
necessary understanding/’of the world’s 
and America’s problems of today?

Compete in Contest in France. 


What were said to be the first success- 
ful gliding «tests in this country since 
the early experiments of the Wright 
Brothers, which culminated in 1903 in 
the initial flight of a motor-propelled 
airplane, were announced yesterday by 
j; the ‘Aeronautical Chamber of Com- 
The experiments were conducted 
Wednesday at Ipswich, Mass., by three 
young students of aeronautics at the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology 
in a glider of their.own design and con- 
struction. The trio will sail tomorrow 
on the Savole with -their glider to par- 
ticipate in the first international gliding 
contest, to be held Aug. 6 to 22 at Cler- 
mont-Ferrand, France. 

The aeronautical experimenters are 
Edward T. Allen, 26 years old, of Chi- 
cago; Harry C, Karcher, 20, of Mans- 
field, Ohio, and Otto C. Koppen, 22, of 
Mamaronetk, N. Y. In a glider design- 
ing contest at the institute they won 
first place and funds were provided for 
the construction of, their ‘plane. Pro- 
fessor Edward P. Warner, aeronautical 
engineer and member of the National 
Advisory Committee for Aeronautics, 
supervised the work of the students. 

On Wednesday Allen took the glider 
to a fifty-foot elevation and ‘‘ took 
off,’’ rising in a fifteen-mile head wind. 
Five successful flights were made, in 
one of which the glider was in the air 
for more than five minutes, it was 
said. The velocity of the wind was said 
to be such that the glider hovered 
practically the entire time. The glider 
reached a maximum elevation of twenty 
feet and in one flight advanced a maxi- 


mum distance of more than 200 feet. 

The glider has a span of 24 feet, a 
wing spread of 4 feet 9 inches and an 
over-all measurement of 16 feet. Con- 
structed of spruce and fabric, the glider 
weighs only eighty pounds. The weight 
Was pointed out as a feature, as the 
most successful of the German gliders 
weighed 149 pounds. The builders said 
their craft had a! greater degree of con- 
trol and ‘‘ manoeuvreability ’’ than the 
ordinary type of plane, having ailerons, 
rudder and flaps. 

‘* Sailboats can sail against the wind, 
and there seems to be no reason why a 
plane cannot be designed that will do 
the same thing,’’ said Allen. ‘‘ We make 
no promises regarding the possibilities 
of our glider; we are entering the inter- 
natiorial contests with a feeling that we 
will at least make a good showing, if 
not win.”’ 

The Technology students, it was said, 
were the only American entrants in the 
international contests. Sixty entries 
from other countries have been. an- 
nounced. In a statement. the Aeronau- 
tics Chamber of Commerce said: 

“The American aircraft industry will 
watch the the results of the French meet 
with keen interest. The attention of the 
world is divided between the helicopter 
(machine capable of vertical flight) and 
the glider, or motorless airplane. Both 
have much to contribute, but the glider 
probably appeals more to sportsmanship. 
A great deal should be learned, aerody- 
namically, from motorless flight.’’

Walter S. Orr, who lives in the apart- 
ment house, told Detective Hearle of the 
East Fifty-first Street Station that 
Dimon and two other lawyers had been 
his guests during the evening at a cara 
party, which epded at midnight. Dimon 
remained to sleep in an adjoining room.

Dimon got a 
commission as Second Lieutenant at the 
Plattsburg Training Camp. He continued 
his training and study at a military 
school in France, was promoted to First 
Lieutenant and served throughout the 
war as an intelligence officer of the 
general staff of General Pershing’s com- 
mand. 

Mrs. Lottie G. Dimon, his mother, lives 
at Groton, N. Y. Her husband, Henry 
G. Dimon, an engineer and an officer of 
the American Bridge Company, was 
killed in a railway teach in the Park 
Avenue tunnel on Jan. In April 
of that year a jury on aa bascame 
Court awarded damages . of $60,000 to 
Mrs. Dimon in a suit against the New 
York Central Railroad Company for the 
loss of her husband.

WASHINGTON, July 13.—Requests for 
many modifications of the. Administra- 
tion’s proposal for arbitration of the 
strike differences in the bituminous coal 
fields will be made by operators and 
miners in replying to President Harding. 
Whe belief was expressed today that the 
miners would’ complete their reply on 
Saturday, when the Policy Committee 
meets here, and that the reply of the op- 
erators would be whipped into shape at 
a meeting scheduled for Sunday night. 
If this program is carried out, President 
Harding. should have before him on 
Monday the statements of both sides. 

The reply’ of the anthracite operators 
is already in the President's hands, and 
it-is likely that a statement of the Ad- 
ministration’s views will be made Mon- 


day night or Tuesday. j 

In the meantime, the coal situation is 
daily becoming more complicated and 
the strike of the shopmen has made it 
more serious. It was stated today by 
an official that production of bitumi- 
nous coal in, the non-union fields would 
probably drop to about 4,000,000 tons the 
present week, where a few weeks ago it 
reached 5,500,000 tons. This reduction, it 
Was said, was due largely to the condi- 
@tion.of the railways. There have been 

y complaints of a slowing up of the 
movement of coal trains. 

The price situation also is causing. con- 
cern and Secretary Hoover will meet 
some operators of the non-union fields 
tomorrow to see what can be done to 
avert a general advance. The principal 
operators there have adhered to the 
maximum price of $3.50 a ton at the 
mine. The major developments in the 
controversy will come after the meeting 
of the Policy Committee of the United 
Mine Workers Saturday, when the min- 
ers will determine upon the modifica- 
tions to be asked. One condition, it is 
understood, will be that the committee 
shall only be a fact-finding commission 
toa recommend measures for reorganiza~ 
tion of the industry and that the old 

pale of wages and working. conditions 
shall be written into a contract which 
shall remain valid until the commission 
completes its work. There are also re- 
Ports, that the miners will ask to have 
the-wage schedules made applicable to 
all fields affected by the strike, and pos- 
sibly even to the non-union field. 

These. reports have caused a stir 
among operators of the non-union fields, 
who assert that such a course would 
intrease thé cost of coal to the ¢éon- 
sumer by $1,000,000 a day. 

The operators are prepared to protest 
against retention of the old wage scale 
echedules for any considerable period, 
even ‘in the central competitive field. 
They will ask that the arbitration pro- 
posal. be so framed as to assure adopr 
tion of a temporary new wage schedule 
at once. The wording of the proposal 
by. President Harding, which provided 
that the commission to be appointed 
should make a temporary wage scale 
to become effective Aug. 10 and if 

ossible the old schedule should be con- 
inucd after that date if a decision could

They contend that it would apparently 
be impossible for the .commission to 
reach a conclusion by Aug. 10 and the 
upshot of such an arrangement might 
be a long delay, possibly until the com- 
mission made its report, during which 
time the old wages would remain ef- 
fective.

KLUXEN ON STAND: 
STORY I$ UNSHAKEN 


Boy, Accused of Murdering 
Janette Lawrence Is Calm 
Through Cross-Examination. 


DENIES HE EVEN SAW HER 


Tells of His Movements on Day of 
\ Killing After His Parents Also 
Had Testified. 


Francis Kluxen 8d, the overgrown 15- 
year-old school boy who is on trial for 
the murder of Janette Lawrence 11 
years old, in Madison, N. J., on Oct. 
6, 1921, took the stand in his own be- 
half yesterday in the Court House at 
Morristown. Under direct examination 
the boy accounted for nearly every min- 
ute of his time on the day they found 
little Janette’s body in the woods back 
of his house. An hour's cross-exami- 
nation failed to shake his story in a 
single detail. 

Through it all Francis appeared to be 
the coolest person, mentally and physi- 
cally, in that sweltering courtroom. As 
he finished testifying a juryman sug- 
gested to Supreme Court Justice Charles 
W. Parker, presiding, that he’dlike to 
know about what time it grew dark on 
Oct. 6. Judge, prosecution, defense and 
court attendants looked at one another, 
but nobody attempted to answer, Sud- 
denly the boy in the witness chair 
spoke up. 3 

‘‘They turn on the street lights, sir, 
at ten minutes after six in October. By 
a quarter past six it’s pretty dark.”’ 

The announcement by Elmer King, 
chief counsel for the defense, that he 
intended to put Francis on the stand 
drew a crowd that packed the courtroom 
to the door yesterday. Feeling over the 
case is intense in the New Jersey com- 
munity and there were many women 
and little girls in court. The defense 
concentrated its efforts in the morning 
session chiefly to throw suspicion on 
Frank Jancarek, who was tried for the 
murder and acquitted several months 
ago. During the afternoon Frank 
Kluxen Jr. and Mrs. Kate Kluxen, 
father and mother of the accused, tes- 
tified. Mr. Kluxen said that Francis 
had appeared calm the night of Oct. 
6, and had slept quietly in his own 
room even after a close questioning by 
the authorities. Mrs. Kluxen related 
how he had come home dirty from play- 
ing in the woods and said she had or- 
dered him to change his clothes. She 
herself put his shirt and trousers into 
a a of water to cleanse them, she 
sald. 

When ‘Francis Kluxen 3d"’ was 
called to the stand late in the day, the 
courtroom crowd saw a clean-cut youth 
extraordinarily big for his ~age. In 
October, 1921, the time of the murder, he 
testified, he was 5 feet 7% inches tall 
and weighed 132 pounds. He is now 6 
feet 2 inches tall and weighs 170 pounds. 

Francis described in detail how his 
mother had sent him out in the morn- 
ing of the day the little girl was killed 
to gather chips for firewood. Then, he 
said, he had helped his uncle in the 
winery, pressing grapes, staining his 
snoes and trousers with the re He 
rode to the station in his uncle’s truck, 
loaded and drove back. Later in the 
afternoon, he said, he had gone riding 
in a pony cart with other boys. Later 
still, he had shown a little girl, Alma 
Nillson, where he had fired a .22 bullet 
into a tree in a vain effort to hit a 
squirrel. 

About 6 o'clock, he testified, he dis- 
covered that his pet rabbit had escaped. 
He set Brownie, his dog, on the trail 
only to have Brownie go chasing off 
after a neighbor's cat. 

Francis denied specifically that he 
had ever said he would “ get Janette,”’ 
that he had been near the Lawrence 
home the day of the murder, or that he 
had even seen Janette that day. He 
knew her only slightly, he said, having 
-seen her skating once or twice the Win- 
ter before. 

Prosecutor Harrison asked him. re- 
garding certain discrepancies between 
his testimony.and what he had _ told 
county officers during the investigation 
which resulted in his arrest. The dis- 
crepancies related to his being near the 
Lawrence home on Oct. 6. 

‘I was mistaken then,’’ answered the 
poy. ‘“‘T was not near the house that 

ay.”’ 

The defense rested late yesterday af- 
ternoon. Both sides will sum up this 
morning and the jury probably will get 
the case before night. 


$1,000,000 IN PULP BURNED. 


Fire at Chicoutimi Plant in Quebec 
Destroys 30,000 Tons.

MONTREAL, July 13.—Mechantca: 
pulp, worth $1,000,000, was destroyed In 
a fire lasting about thirty-six hours 
during the week'end in the yards of the 
Chicoutimi Pulp Company at Port Al- 
fred, a short distance from the town of 
Chicoutimi, P. Q. The pulp destroyed 
totaled 30,000 tons, representing twelve 
ships cargoes. The toss is covered by 
insurance. 

The fire broke out at one end of the 
long piles of pulp, which cover acres, 
and a stiff breeze fanned the flames and 
made fighting the-fire difficult. Apart 
from a small structure used for office 


purposes, none of the buildings was de- 
stroyed, and the fire will not interfer.

Unidentified Victim of Brutal 
Crime Is Discovered on Rolling 
Road Course Near Baltimore. 


MAN’S CAP IS A_ CLUE 


Police Believe the Pair Had Come 

to the Scene in a Motorcycle \ 
With Side Car.

BALTIMORE, July 13.—When Robert 
Hall, a caddie’at the Rolling Road Golf 
Club, chasegd a ball into some bushes 
near the tenth -hole early this morning 


he leaped back in horror when, in reach- |. 


ing in the brush for the ball, he touched 
a body which proved to be that of a 
murdered woman. He quickly alarmed 
early players at the club, who in turn 
notified the police, and a dozen detec- 
tives were soon busy trying to solv» the 
mystery. 

The woman had been murdered so 
brutally that police and others Who first 
saw the body believed that a maniac 
committed the crime. 

By the side of the body was found a 
long silk girdle, knotted and cut; a blue 


handkerchief, a read seal ear ring and 
a bar pin. Every other vestige of cloth- 
ing which might have born some marks 
of identification had been taken away, 
but along a road nearby were found torn 
bits of feminine apparel. 

An investigation disclosed that the 
women had been strangled, blackjacked, 
shot two or three times, stabbed and 
her throat cut with a sharp instrument. 

The woman was about 25 years of 
age, 5 feet @%4 inches tall, and weighed 
140 pounds. She had straight black 
hair, which was bobbed. Her com- 
plexion was fair. Her eyes were brown. 

On Rolling Road, about a mile away, 
were found a woman's Summer hat and 
@man’s cap. The cap had blood stains 
on it. In the woman’s hat wére pieces 
of a Fairmorft, W. Va., newspaper of 
recent date. Near them was found a 
duplicate of the earring found by the 
girl’s body. Through the'‘cap, with a 
Baltimore dealer’s name inside, the 
police hope to trail her murderer. 

The woman evidently was murdere. 
about 1 o'clock It was at this hour 
that a resident near where the hat and 
cap were found reported hearing 
screams. 

The body lay inside a hedge on the 
golf course. Broken bushes showed 
where the body had been dragged from 
the.road to the place where it was found. 

On the edge of the road were the 
tracks of a motor vehicle. The tracks 
indicated that the woman had been 
taken to the spot in the side car of a 
motorcycle. The rear wheel of the ma- 
chine had a new tire with a distinctive 
tread, and its tracks could be followed 
along the valley road. 

The condition of the ground and cuts 
and bruises on the woman's body indi- 
cate that she made a desperate struggic« 
against her assailant. \

PREDICTS SUCCESS IN YEAR 


Wants te Show, With American Di-| 
rection, That European States 
Can Become Solvent. 


PARIS, July 18 (Associated Press).— 
Henry Morgenthau, former American 
Ambassador of Turkey, announced to- 
day that he was-arranging to form an 
international corporation, to’ be capital- 
ized at from $50,000,000 to $60,000,000, 
for the purpose’ of reorganizing Aus- 
tria’s industry and to show the world 
that it is possible to prevent the 
bankruptcy of European States. 

Mr. Morganthau, who has just re- 
turned to Parig from Vienna, where 
he was assured of the co-operation of 
the: Austrian Government, is now dis- 


cussing this project with various finan- 
ciers. : 


*““There have been many plans sug- 
gested to help Austria and other broken- 
down countries,’”’ he said, “‘ until Ameri 
cans concluded that it was impossible. 


On the contrary, I know it is possible, 
and I am willing to invest a consider- 
able sum of my own capital and give my 
time as a member of the Executive 
Committee. 

‘“ What I want to see is a model State 
made of Austria by outside capital. 
Then it will be apparent that the other 
States of Europe may be reorganized 
in the same manner. 


Confident of Early Success. 


“It is possible within one year after 
the corporation is organized to make 
Austria a paying commercial proposi- 
tion. I stake whatever financial reputa- 


o- : oe on an at 

no rue at Austria is hopelessl 
lost. All that is needed is disinterested 
initiative to put her on her feet. 

‘There is now less unemployment in 
Austria than in the United States. 
Within six months after the corpora- 
tion has started, I am sure that Aus- 
tria’s rgilways, which are now a heavy 
losing proposition, will be paying. What 
is needed is to treat Austria like a bank- 
rupt railway, put in new capital and 
then go ahead. By discharging a few 
thousand railway employes, which the 
Government itself is unable to do for 
fear of riots, and by raising the tariffs 
these railways will pay. 

‘‘It will be a holding corporation for 
the principal industries of Austria, and 
it will not in any sense be tied up with 
the new Austrian bank. One condition 
in forming the corporation is possibly 
hinged upon the Reparation Commis- 
sion granting Austria the use of her 
monopolies as collateral, but I am as- 
sured that this will be done. 

‘* My conception of the corporation is 
to.get British, French, Italian and other 
capital, but with American control and

‘““The Austrian Government is so con- 
fident of my plan that it is willing to 
show its. faith, by taking 30 per cent.

LABOR UNIONS FORCE 
NEW GERMAN CRISIS 


Strong Federation Suddenly 
Undertakes, to Dictate Policy 
to the Government. 


EBERT RECALLED TO BERLIN 


President. Is Expected to Restore 
Harmony in Coalition Behind 
Wirth Cabinet.

BERLIN, July 13.—Another political 
tempest in a teapot has developed over- 
night. Charicellor ‘Wirth has  tele- 
graphed President Ebert.’ who is holi- 
daying in Freudenstadt, to discontinue 
his cure and hasten |back to Berlin to 
straighten out the renewed tangle in 
the situation. Herr Ebert is expected 
in Berlin tomorrow morning. 

What has happened is unprecedented 
in the history of the. young German 
Republic. The German Federation of 
Labor, more highly organized, more 
numerous and politically more powerful 
than ‘any other federation’ of labor in 
the world, suddenly has decided to 
dictate policy to the Wirth coalition 
government. At the same time the 


Federation of Labor has extended a 
call down. to the \Social Democratic 
Party along with dictation as to its 
future political action. 

The dictatorial demands of the Ger- 
man Federation of Labor are, (1) that 
the Independent Socialist. Party must 
enter the Coalition Government; (2) 
that a much more drastic law .‘‘ for 
safeguarding the republic’’ than the 
one now coming before the Reichstag 
in the third reading must be passed. 
These demands if complied with would 
make of Germany's socialistic and rad- 
ical labor unions an. unofficial, but 
a very real ‘' associate government ’’ 
of Germany, and a very real radical 
power behind the throne of the Wirth 
coalition government. 

This unexpected challenge. by the radi- 
cal labor unions has been immediately 
met by the two borgeois parties in the 
Coalition Government. Both the Demo- 
cratic and Catholic Centrum Parties at 
once served notice that.they would tol- 
erate no dictation by the labor unions. 

The political situation, lovely atid har- 
monious yesterday, remains tonight once 
more theoretically uncertain pending the 
return to Berlin of President Ebert from 
his vacation cure in South Germany. 
The radical labor unions tonight -have 
the Conservative -Social Democratic 
Party puzzled. The leaders of the major 
socialistic ‘party tonight were honestly 
untertain as to their future course. At 
the. same time great hopes are pinned 
to President Ebert’s powers in restoring 
harmony. 

The. whole German préss tonight is 
talking about the danger of dissolution 
of the Reichstag. But the dissolution 
erisis seems to be taken over-seriously 
and a compromise will probably be 
reached. 

The new crisis, however, sent the 
mark down to 440 to-the dollar. late this 
afternoon.

Last Report Shows 876,896, 
Less Than Preceding Period, 
but More Than in 1921. 


COAL DECLINES 2,212 CARS 


‘Heavy Decrease Compared With 


Corresponding Weeks Last 
Year and in 1920. 


Car loadings for the week ended July 
1 totaled 876,896 cars, a decrease of 960 


cars as compared with the preceding’ 


week, but an increase of 100,817 as con- 
trasted with the corresponding week of 

921. As compared with the same week 
of 1920 the July 1 report represented a 
decrease of 14,725 cars. 

Coal loadings, the report — states, 
amounted to 94,748 cars, a reduction of 
2,212 cars as compared with the preced- 
ing week, and a decrease of 62,365 cars 
as against the same week a year ago. 
It was also a decrease of 98,286 cars as 
compared with the same week in 1920. 
Merchandise and miscellaneous freight, 
which includes manufactured products, 
totaled 575,146 cars, an increase of 616 
cars over the week before, and 104,120 
in excess of the corresponding week of 
1921. As compared with the correspond- 
ing week of 1920 it represented an in- 
crease of 74,667 cars, 

Ore shipments continued the increase 
begun some weeks ago, the total being 
64,776 cars, or 492 more than were loaded 
during the preceding week. While this 
was an increase of 34,010 cars over the 
same week last year, it was a decrease 
of 6,896 cars compared with the corre- 
sponding week in 1920. Forest Sees 
loadings stood at 61,422 cars, 2,849 less 
than the previous week, but 13, 857 more 
than last year, while grain and grain 
products totaled 41,897 cars, an increasé 
of 3,486 cars over the week before, ana 
1; 203 ahead of the same week in 1921.

ENGLISH BANK RATE 
IS CUT TO 3 PER CENT. 


Improved Exchange Position and 
Large Repayments by the State 
Bring About Reduction.

LONDON, July 13.—The bankrate was 
reduced today to 8 per cent. which is 
the lowest since the outbreak of the 
war. It was generally understood the 
reduction would be made last week but 
for the weakness of the foreign ex- 
changes, ‘the’ Irish situation and heavy 
borrowing by the Government from the 
bank. The exchange position, however, 
has since improved and the Government 
has made some large repayments to the 
bank with a corresponding improvement 
in the bank’s position, as disclosed by 
the ‘bank return. the proportion of re- 
serve to NHabilities having risen since 
last week from 15 per cent. to 17.6 per 
cent. F 

With the lowering of the bank rate 
the London clearing banks have lower- 
ed the rate they allow on deposits from 
1% per cent. to 1 per cent. 

On the Stock Exchange the announce- 
ment of the reduction in the bank rate 
was received with the usual cheers and 
for a while ‘prices improved. ‘There 
was, however, no appreciable increase 
in business and toward the close there 
was some reaction from the best prices, 
owing to the circulation of reports that 
the German Government had falien. 


WASHINGTON, July 18 (Associated 
Press).—Reduction of the  rediscount 
rate of the Bank of England from 3% per 
cent. to 3 per cent. was regarded today 
at the Treasury as being unlikely to 
affect the rediscount rate. of the Ameri- 
can Federal Reserve system.

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GAIN OF $8.4 BALE 
IN GOTTON MARKET 


Discussion of the Boll-Weevil 
Damage Helps Prices—Rain 
Is Needed in Texas. 


The most cheerful feeling appearing 
in cotton cireles Wednesday brought 
further buying” yesterday and prices 
shot up $3 a bale. Again’ demand 
seemed to come from a few sources 
rather than broadening. out generally. 
Varfous ‘lines Hquidated during the de- 
cline were replaced, certain houses 
taking blocks of several thousand 
bales at a time. In the aggregate 
these purchases amounted to a _ sub- 
stantial total. Talk of rain being 
needed in Texas, with boll-weevil active 
in the East, influenced sentiment. The 
season is rapidly approaching the point 
where a crop scare can be counted on 
almost any day now. Prices gained 33 
to 40 points. 

After halting for half an hour, cotton 
resumed its upward movement under 
active trading. Unlike previous ad- 
vanées this season, a large part of cot- 
ton changing hands seemed to be for a 
few accounts. A certain amount repre- 
sented purchases by either Western or 
Wall Street interests, with professionals 
buying aggressively. At least half a 
dozen local and uptown operators re- 
garded the situation as highly favorable 
for an advance.. Owing to a limited 
floating. supply of contracts, agreement 
on the part of a considerable number 
of traders to take one side had a de- 
cided effect on prices. 

A reduction in the English Bank rate 
strengthened Liverpool, which in turn 
had an influence on the attitude of 
local operators. After opening un- 
changed,’ October rose from 22.25 to 
above 22.80, as readily as prices de- 
clined this half cent last Saturday. It 
proved a regular July market, where 
every. one seemed disposed to buy at 
the same moment, just as all wanted 
to sell on Saturday and Monday. Less 
tension over the European outlook, com- 
bined with a sufficient number of wee- 
vil reports to keep that factor in the 


foreground encouraged buying. 

Yesterday's upward movement came 
in spasms. Orders for the purchase of 
5,000 bales would start a sharp upturn 
of 20 points. Here a brief resting spell 
would be followed by. another block 
Wanted that repeated the sharp spurt. 
It required a gain of 15 or 20 points to 
fill each of these orders. <A quite gen- 
eral impression prevailed that buying 
represented replacing lines of long cot- 
ton sold out, owing to fears of Euro- 
pean complication, and now taken back 
in anticipation of higher prices. But 
sentiment was by no means uniform. 
Several interests are out of the market 
for the moment on the ground that 
crop betterment is too substantial to 
justify attempts to forecast the next 
move in prices. 

In 1920 the crop improved steadily, 
but last year went back rapidly during 
August. So much depends on conditions 
during the fruiting stage this year that 
the market is extremely _ sensitive. 
Buying and selling movements recur in 
waves, and beginning with the opening 
Wednesday operations on the buying 
side predominated. For two days there 
has been an increasing disposition on 
the part of professionals either to take 
back cotton or add to Hnes bought on 
the decline earlier in the week. Weather 
conditions continued generally favorable, 
and the fact that Texas is beginning 
to need rain means that a strong tap 
root is being formed in the Southwestern 
crop. 

After advancing 60 points greater ir- 
regularity developed during. the balance 
of the session. October ran back to 
22.60, and fluctuations throughout the 
afternoon were within a range of 10 
te 15 points. Whenever December 
broke below 2214 cents support ap- 
peared, so that a net gain of about $2 
a bale took place on the day. 

Figures on June rainfall in Texas 
show 3.51 inches, or 0.32 greater than 
normal. Thus far in July, precipita- 
tion has been Hght with temperatures 
comparatively high, a condition favor- 
able to growth and unfavorable for boll- 
weevil activity. This accounts for the 
generally favorable tenor of crop ad- 
vices from the Southwest, though some 
complaints are being received.

WHEAT BULLISH, 
BUYERS ACTIVE 


Weather in the Next Few Days 
Will Decide the Size of Crop 
—Rust a Danger.

WASHINGTON, July 13.—Senator Cal- 
der of New York inserted in The Con- 
gressional Record yesterday an account 
of the recent lynching in Wayne Coun- 
ty, Ga., of two negroes. The article 
was from THE NEw Yorx TiMEs of Mon- 
day and told the story of the lynching 
of two boys who had been reprieved for 
thirty days by Governor Hardwick. The 
New York Senator made no comment nor 
did he state his reasons for placing the 
article in The Record. 

Benator Harris of Georgia saw the ar- 
ticle in The Record this morning, and 
when the Senate convened he took the 
floor and characterized the action of 
Senator Calder as an effort to exagger- 
ate lawlessness in the Southern States. 
He declared that there was more law- 
l@asness in New York in one week than 
there is in Georgia in a year. He read 
fiom a New York newspaper of today 
actounts of the murder of a 12-year-old 
child and two men and, added Senator 
Harris, ‘‘ this is but a partial list.’’ 

** Yet the Senator from New York,’’ he 
continued, ‘‘talks of lawlessness in 
Géorgia and refers to lynchings. It is 
dangerous to walk abroad in daylight in 
the Senator’s city. It is not dangerous 
in Georgia.

Temporary Injunction Barring 
Any Interference Is Made 
Permanent. 


WILL DISCUSS CELEBRATION |

Chancellor Edwin Walker, sitting in 


day a temporary injunction restraining 
the officials of Jersey City from interfer- 
ing in any way wtih the work of con- 
structing the vehicular tunnel under the 
Hudson River. The police of Jersey City 
prevented tunnel contractors from erect- 
ing a power and a field house near the 


point in the Erie Railroad yard where 
the shafts for the tunnel are being sunk. 
This followed other obstructive tactics 
by the local authorities. 

Chaneellor Walker ruled that the work 
was being done by authority of the State 
in its sovereign capacity and was there- 
fore not subject to interference by any 
municipality. Counsel for the defendant, 
he said, had admitted this, but had 
contended that even the State was bound 
to acknowledge the right of the munici- 
pality to demand that a permit be taken 
out before the work was begun. 

On this point the Chancellor said Jer- 
sey City was not a party to the con- 
tract for building the tunnel, that its 
own codes were subject to the power 
of the State, and that the building 
code was nullified so far as it related 
to tunnel work when the State clothed 
the commission with power to under- 
take the work ‘of constructing the 
tunnel. 

The decision, according to Paul Win- 
dels, counsel for the New York Tunnel 
Commission, practically eliminates Jer-

ATTACK CHRISTIAN SCHOOLS 


Chinese Societies Issue, a Protest 
Against Religious Teaching. 


PEKING, July 13.—Feeling against 
Christian education in China is evi- 
denced in a long protest recently pub- 
lished by the Chinese press. This pro- 
test, signed by ‘‘ the Anti-Christian Stu- 
dent Federation,’’ was sent to the Chi- 
nese Educatioral Reform Association, 
which is meeting at Tsinanfu, capital of 
the Province of Shantung. 

The. protest asserts that/while China 
welcomes the introduction of foreign ed- 
ucational methods, it does not desire 
them connected with the preaching of 
Christianity. 


Advices from Amoy on April 20 stated 
that an anti-Christian movement said to 
have started with the formation of 
twenty anti-Christian organizations in 
Peking University was spreading rapidly 
over China and that the agitation had 
reached Amoy University, the Govern- 
ment schools and other institutions. 
Christian leaders and consular authori- 
ties at that time expressed alarm at the 
extent of the movement, said to have 
been backed by Communist agitators. 

A week later, Shanghaf reported that 
missionary circles and even official 
spheres of China were alarmed by re- 
ports from widely separated sources 
in Central China of the spread of anti- 
Christian denominations. These reports 
came from reliable sources in Nanchang, 
Changsha and Wuchang. 


JAPAN TO BUY SAKHALIN? 


Said to Be Considering Russian 
Offer for Sale of Island 


TOKIO, July 13 (Associated Press).— 
The Japanese Government is consider- 
ing an offer for the purchase of the 
Russian half of the Island of Sakha- 
lin from Russia, according to the 
Yorozu, a Tokio newspaper. 

The Island of Sakhalin, approximately 
400 miles in length, lies off the coast 
of the Maritime Province of Siberia, 
immediately north of Japan. 

The value of Sakhalin lies not only 
in the natural resources it possesses, 
but also in its proximity to the great 
fishing grounds of thé Amur River es- 
tuary opposite, where thousands of 
Japanese now are engaged in reaping 
the harvest from the sea. 

Japan already owns the southern half 
of the island, having acquired it from 
Russia at the conclusion of the Russo- 
Japanese War. The Japanese have also 
occupied the northern half since the 
Nikolaievsk massacre, in which Rus- 
sian Communists wiped out the town 
and killed many Japanese, including the 
Consul, Japan has stated her intention 
to restore the northern half of the 
island when satisfaction is given for 
that attack. 


WANT AMERICAN AS KING. 


Albanians Can't Induce Princes to 
Take the Throne. 


TIRANA, Albania, July 13 (Associated 
Press).—Sinceé Jerome Napoleon Bona- 
parte, the American great-nephew of 
Napoleon I, declined the Albanian 
throne, last December, the Albanian 
i has been casting about for 
a suitable King or Regent. 

Offers have been made to Prince Cyr- 
ille of Bulgaria, who is living at Coburg 
with his father, King Boris, and to the

Pennsylvania Farmer Wounds Six 


Before Besiegers Fire His House 
—Feared ‘Dry’ Agents. 


MONTROSE, Pa., July 13.—Two men 
were shot and killed and six other per- 
sons, including a girl, were injured in 
a shooting affair at Bear Swamp, Pa., 
near the New York State line, early 
teday. The dead are Charles Wakeman 
of Little Meadows, Pa., and Fred Ty- 
doni, a farmer at whose house the shoot- 
ing occurred, 

Among the injured is Sheriff Darrow, 
of Susquchanna County, who is in the 
hospital at Johnson City, N. Y¥., where 
Wakeman died. Tydoni was killed by 
Harry McElroy, a Pennsylvania State 
gpa after Tydoni had wounded 

m. 

According to the best information re- 
ceived here, Tydoni is alleged to have 
operated a still on his farm and, mis- 
taking Wakeman for a prohibition of- 
ficer, fired on him. Tydoni barrieaded 
himself in the house and help was sum- 
moned from Montrose and Little Mead- 
ows, five miles away. In the shooting 
that followed the others were wounded 
and Tydoni killed. Wakeman, accompa- 
nied by three of his children, had called 
to gee Tydoni regarding a real estate 
deal. 

When the Sheriff, Police Chief Ting- 
ley and the State trooper approached 
the house they were fired on with a shot 
gun from the house and all were 
wounded. Later Constable M. P. Bar- 
num and Steve Jones, from Little Mead- 
ows, tried to get into the house and 
also were wounded. Then, with the 
assistance of some farmers, the officers 
made an attack on the house, .Tydoni’s 
wife and four children were persuaded 
to leave but he refused to come out. As 
a last resort the frame house was set 
on fire and Tydoni finally came out of 
the cellar with pistols in his hands. He 
was called on to surrender, but when 
he raised one of his pistols'\MeElroy shot 
him dead.

COUNTRY IS DIVIDED UP

WASHINGTON, July 13.—Asserting 
that a “ monopolistic situation,”’ with 
respect to the gasoline market prevailed 
over the entire country, due to the fact 
that an interlocking stock ownership in 
the sevéral Standard Oil companies 
““has perpetuated the very monopolistic 
control which the court sought to termi- 
nate,’’ the Federal Trade Commission 
recommended in a report to Congress to- 
lay the enactment of legislation pro- 
hibiting ‘‘ common stock ownership in 
corporations which have been members 
of a combination dissolved under the 
Sherman law.”’ 

Giving the resuits of an inquiry made 
on the complaint of the Montana State 
Railway Commission regarding gasoline 
prices, the commission reported 
although. the prices of high-grade crude 
petroleum were lower in Montana and 
Wyoming than in any other crude pro- 

, ducing States, the refinery prices. of 
‘gasoline and kerosene were ‘‘ much 

| higher than at midcontinent refineries."’ 
' More thah. 90 per ent. of the gasoline 
and kerosene refined in the entire Rocky 
Mountain territory, the report said, is 
produced in the Midwest Refining Com- 
pany, which, it was said, was owned 
. by the Standard Oil. Company of In- 
diana.:

New Kind of Artificial Silk. 


A novel use for artificial silk, the re- 
sult of a new German ifvention, is 
described in the current bulletin of 
the National Knitted Outerwear Asso- 
ciation. The invention, it says, pro- 
duces artificial silk yarns of wool-like 
used as a substi- 
tute for wool. As the silk paste is 
pressed through the holes of the sieve 
the production process the sieve is 
given a motion which imparts curls to 
char- 
acterize wool. The fibre is then cut 
into staple lengths and spun into yarn. 
more curls there are in the fibre 
the stronger the yarn. The yarn is then 
passed between two cylinders revolving 
at different speeds. The slower cylin- 
has a smooth surface, while the 
faster one is covered with emery, which 
roughens the surface of the yarn and 
makes it look like wool.

The class of batidtngs for which ‘plans 
were filed are seven dwellings costing 
a total of $371,476; twenty-one tene- 
ment houses, costing a total of $6,/752,- 
000; three hotels costing a total of $2,- 
450,000; nine other residence buildings 
such as clubs, institutions, &c., to cost a 
total. of $6,510,000; thirty-one loft and 
store buildings to cost a total of $2,262,- 
280; eighteen-office buildings to cost a 
total of $13,080,000; eleven factories 
and workshops to cost $716,000; six 
school houses, to .cost $3,250,000; five 
churches to cost $275,000; seven munict- 
pal buildings to cost, $1,356,000; five 
places of amusement to cost $1,760,000;
